Britain Sends

NICOSIA, Cyprus (UPI) - 
Britain 
continued 
to 
airlift 
troop 
reinforcements 
to 
the 
troubled island of Cyprus today 
despite indications of a new 
diplomatic dash with President 
Archbishop Makarios. 


Makarios issued a statement 
last night 
saying 
b l u n t l y 
“there is no room” for more 
than the 7.000 British troops 
who will be in Cyprus at the 
conclusion of the 1.500-man air­ 
lift. 


Local British officials have 
said their forces are stretched 
thin in an attempt to prevent 
outright 
civil 
war 
between 
Greek and Turkish Cypriots at 
various spots on the island. At 
least another battalion — per­ 
haps as many as I.(HK) men — 
is needed to help keep the 
peace, they said. 


A Greek Cypriot spokesman 
said Makarios wanted to pre­ 
vent Britain from increasing its 
force because the number of 
troops might set a precedent 
for the size of an international 
force later on. 


He said Cyprus had not of­ 
ficially 
accepted 
the 
Anglo- 
American proposal for a “min­ 
imum of IO,OOO” outside troops 
to keep the peace. “The final 
size is still be de decided,” the 
spokesman said.

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Smoking Study Not New In Bristol Twp. Schools 
)

While the health defects asso­ 
ciated with cigarettes have been 
publicized in recent months, the 
topic of smoking has been an 
integral part of health classes 
in Bristol Township schools for 
many years. 
Dr. Robert P. Martin, district 
superintendent, this week told 
the school board that classroom 


teachers, 
health 
t e a c h e r s , 
coaches 
and 
administrators 
have “been quite active” in pre­ 
senting facts concerning smok­ 
ing. 
Students in Bristol Township 
schools are not allowed to smoke 
on the school grounds or in the 
school buildings. 


While Martin noted that ‘‘it 
has become fashionable in some 
local school districts to provide 


smoking 
rooms 
or 
to 
allow 
smoking on the grounds,” Bris­ 
tol Township has rejected these 
practice*. 
Suspension from school, fol­ 
lowed by a conference with the 
parents, and removal from ath­ 
letic teams follows an infraction 
of this “no smoking” regulation, 
Martin told the board. 


The discussion of smoking be- 
gins with fifth and sixth grade 


students in 
township 
schools. 
“The 
emphasis 
is to 
demon­ 
strate that young students need 
not imitate others in acquiring 
the smoking habit,” Martin stat­ 
ed 
Material, 
furnished 
by 
the 
American Cancer Society, is us­ 
ed by the elementary health and 
physical education director to 
get across his point. The ma­ 
terial includes a filmstrip. “ PII 


Take The High Road,” a record 
commentary and t e a c h e r’s 
guide. 
On the junior high school level, 
Martin said, “ the major empha­ 
sis is in the seventh grade,” but 
that units on lessons pertaining 
to the use of tobacco are also 
presented in the eighth and ninth 
grades. 


Seventh graders 
are 
taught 
the reasons for and against the 


use of tobacco. 
In eighth grade, students are 
told of the ill effects from the 
use of nicotine on the body. 


At the ninth grade level, sev­ 
eral lessons are devoted to the 
showing of films and to the list­ 
ening of speakers pertaining to 
the topic of smoking. 
All tenth grade students have 
a unit entitled. “Drugs and To­ 
bacco” with emphasis given to 


the ill effects of drugs and to­ 
bacco to the respiratory, heart, 
digestive and nervous systems. 
Eleventh and 
twelfth 
grade 
students receive several lessons, 
lectures and programs in the 
health classes. Speakers are ac­ 
quired from the American Can­ 
cer Society and films, like “To­ 
bacco Habit” and “Harmful Ef­
